FORTY ItBARS AGO, 


Christmas Benuoisoeiioee for the 


Young People. 


It ia jnst forty years ago tbia bleeeed 


day since the writer first set foot in tbe 
town of Deoatnr. Co tbe €^h duj of 
December, 1862, with a oorpe of 13 men. 
we eel out from Sprugfltild, 111., to muke 
a survey for the \V»bdsh {then called the 
Great Weateru) railroad, and reached De- 
catnr on Cbrietmae day, which was then 
a little bsmlet containing soaroely five 
hnudrect souls. Tbe country wea sparsely 
settled, and after leaving theSantrsmon 
river at Elver too, (then eallnd ''Jim- 
town,") • trackless, treeless, ioneeltse, 
prairie presented itself as far ae ine eye 
could reach, eiive to tbe south whrre tbe 
Bangamon timber akJtted above the hori- 


u to relieve tbe monotony of the toene; 


and, to a youcit man Irtsh from tbe Lille 
of New Boglend, the proepcot wns one of 
intense interest and awlai gtaidnor. 
Tbe country abounded with deer, wolf 
and 
couitlesi 
tLonsntitte ot geese, 


duck 
and 
prairie 
chicken a 
The 


d«er were co tame that we frequently 
approached (hem near er>uttti>-> to oee 
their tarfte and beautiful ejee, 
Tbe 


we&tber WHS qnite mild, simiitr to tbe 
winter wetithor we have been having rt- 
eeotly, eo we euffered lit lie from cold. 
Tbe party vae composed of young men 
foil of ambiuon and eulbnsi&Bm and, at 
times, we made tbe lotely prairie rug 
witbehonte, laughter and song. Some- 
times we were troubled to get enough to 
eat, for, being dependent upon theeet- 
tlers along tbe timber, who were very 
"tew and fur between," and though they 
ware very hoopitable aiid never turned ne 
away, tbey were not always prepareed tu 
entertuiu so man; hungry men, bat die 
the beet they could to appease oar appe- 
tites and make na comfortable for tbe 
night. There was eo little obsnge in tbe 
natural features ot tbeooontry Uwlbut 
few incidents occurred to break the 
monotony of tbe scenery. 
When we 


reached the site where lllwpolis ia lo- 
cated we found some etakes that bed 
been set more than fifteen years before 
fur the purpose of marking out the 
ground for the state copitol—tbat point 
having been decided upon b; some enter- 
prieicg enecalaiors as being the geo- 
graphical center of the etate of Dlincie, 
and, therefore, the proper place to locate 
ils capital. A little farther east and we 
were on the land of the future "King of 
Niantio," Jesse Lockbart, Eeq.jsod, al- 
tbongb a long way erf, "the kite" spied 
us and hastened to see who it was bold 
enough to invade bis domain without hie 
royal permission. We infori.ed him that 
tbe consti u t on of a railroad through 
hia kingdom wae contemplated, and that 
we were engaged in making B survey for 
that purpose; bnt the king woa wroth 


d declared that be wanted no railroad 


through hie ground, and that if we set 
stakes OD his land tor that purpose be 
would at onee proceed to pull them up. 
We replied that although tbe railroad 
ocmpany bad the right 'to meke tbe snt- 
vey, 
it was liable for any damage

Bnt Jeese was 


inexorable and said theraUrcade would 
mm the oonntry by scaring away the 
stock end deatrojing the raage; that be 
bad jnet left a country wtiioh wee all 
fenced in (Kentucky) to come to a coon 
try where there was plenty of room.

We 
informed him wbo we were and what we 
wanted. He cordially invited as into bia 
hone*, wbetn w for tbe first time saw 
the genial countenance ot our ainee illut- 
ttiou* townsman, Richard J. Qgtesby, 
who wea on hia 
way bom* trout 


Springfield, 
boreebock, 
and 
had 


stopped with Diogman to teed hia horse 
and get hie supper. Of course whan 
"Diek" ftmtd out what our bn-ineaa was 
ha SB well ae filr. Diugman became much 
interested in ue. Mr. Dingmun'a family 
weasiokand tiiooght ha could not enter- 
tain us at bis hoaee, be supplied us with 
bread bam and potatoes, and directed us 
to an unoccupied cabin, a abort distance 
away, in which wae a targe fire-place, 
and with plenty of wood and straw we 
cooked oar sniper and made onr bede, 
thus pawing a very comfortable night.
